An iiiustration of the developrient 
of mixed farming in many districts in 
Central and Northern Saskatchewan 
and Alberta is a report received from 
Wadena, Sask,, recently. This. district 
ha. been blessed with a bumper crop: 
Yields of wheat are reported at from 
thirty-five. to. forty-five bushels to the 
acre and. oats at fram seventy to ninc- 
ty “bushels to the acre; Each of* the 
four large elevators is full to the limit 
and the grain cannot be moved fast 
enotigh for the farmers. 

But itis not on. grain only that this 
district and many others similar, to if 
are relying. In one week in October 
a train load of cattle valued at nearly 
one hundred thousend dollars were 
shipped to the United States. Other 
heavy shipments have also. been made 
In place of these a numberof heavy 
shipments of cattle have been brought 
in, and more are still. arriving in” a 
steady stream, Sheep are also being 
brought into the district in large 
numbers. One farmer alone hag just 
received 1,500 head aud: was bringing 
in another three thousand head.

Instead, the doct- 
rine of the laborer being worthy of his 
hire is more and more preached and 
more generally accepted, than ever 
before. Not by an army of mission- 
ary school teachers will our education 
al problem be solved, in this provin- 
ce. We must find some other way 
out of our difficulty. 

Thanks to government initiative ru- 
ral schools in Alberta are forced to 
pay school teachers a fair minimum 


in a se¢lf-sacrificing missionary way. 
The trouble lies in no single direction 
It is multifold. We are moving in the 
direction of better qualification for 
the teacher body, which is a move in 
the right direction. At the same time 
we must move in the direction of bet- 
ter salaries and better treatment for 
rural teachers. Also we must move 
to secure such changes in our school 
curricula as will sacrifice all non-ess- 
ential and place all stress upon essen- 
tials. 

The Globe desires to further every 
effort made by the minisiter of edu- 
cation for betterment of educational 
conditions. It advises him to listen 
sympathetically to the suggestions cf 
the teachers themselves, as well as to 
the advice that may come to him from 
men and women who, though not in 
the teaching profession, have deep in- 
terest in the cause and a fairly close 
knowledge of the Alberta situation. 
No one individual is going to be able 
to solve our educational problem, and 
no oné net even the minister himself 
is in a position to dogmatize on the 
subject. Here, as elsewhere, in a mul-

—o— 

It is not altogether a paradox that 
the closer a man’s neighbors are the 
less neighborliness there is. The 
people living in a row of houses in 
a city block are less dependent on 
one another than the people are who 
occupy neighboring farms or ranch-: 
es. The city dwellers have friends in 
the next street or the suburbs with 
whom they can associate almost as 
easily as with the neighbor next door. 
If they are ill or in trouble, it is not 
a matter of gredt importance to them 
whether they are on terms of intimacy 
with their nearest neighbor, or even 
whether they are on good terms with 
him. Moreover, in the city, there is 
no excuse for the neighborly habit of 
borrowing. In the country exchanges 
of magazine, books, and other articles 
among neighbors are common and 
promote the spirit of neighborliness. 

The impudse to be neighborly maa- 
ifests itself in accordance with the 
‘need for neighborliness. Where the 
need exists, the impulse usually aris- 


es. The diffieulty is to keep the neigh-! 
borly spirit alive and warm when there! 


is no practical means of demonstrat- 
ing it. 
ing or who are helping you are not 


often the subject of unkind or caustic’ 


criticism. But when the occasion for 
helpfulness has passed, there is often 
temptation to discuss your neighbors 
with other neighbors and what begins 
as discussion ends sometimes in gos- 
sip, Neighborhood gossip kills neigh- 
borliness. The good neighbor is one 
who, besides helping when he can, 


people have confided to him; he wiil 
not himself speak unkindly even or 
those neighbors whom he does not like. 
He will-be more ‘interested in main- 
taining the spirit of harmony and cq- 
operation in the community than in 
exhibiting the sharpness of his insight 
into human nature.
